Three treated for

191m office 
tower gets 
green light 


Disorder fears 
prompt police 
to ban march 


OUTLINE plans for a 60 storey office 
tower on Heron Quays West were 
approved by Tower Hamlets’ strategic 
planning committee last Thursday. 

Reaching a maximum of 191.5m, 
the application replaces a previous 
proposal, approved in 2008. 

The latest plan could see Canary 
Wharf Group pay between £14million 
and £24.5million towards the Crossrail 
development under Section 106 
payments. 

That will depend on the overall 
floorspace of the scheme, which will 
be decided on once more detailed plans 
are submitted at a later date. 

Councillors sitting on the planning 
committee voted Heron Quays West 
- also known as One Bank Street - 
through, with five saying yes and two 
others abstaining. 

Other contributions include 
El.lmillion towards employment and 
training in the borough and £250,000 
of improvements for Heron Quays 
DLR station. 

Back in 2008, a three tower devel¬ 
opment peaking at 33 storeys was 
approved. However, this never materi¬ 
alised following the financial crash. 

Under the new plans the floor- 
space has been decreased from 
200,000 square metres (under the 
previous proposal) to a maximum of 
130,000sqm. 


POLITICS 


THE Metropolitan Police have banned the English Defence 
League from entering Tower Hamlets this weekend due 
to a threat of “serious disorder”. 

The group had planned to march from London Bridge 
to Whitechapel Road on Saturday but the Met has 
decided it would stop the procession going into the east 
London borough. 

The march is now only allowed to take place between 
midday and 3pm on Queen Elizabeth Street, Tower Bridge 
Road, Tower Bridge Approach, The Minories and Aldgate 
High Street. 

It will be allowed a maximum of 30 minutes “static 
demonstration” in Aldgate. 

Meanwhile, the Met has also put 
limits on a counter-demonstration 
from Unite Against Fascism. It has 
been told it can only protest on 
Whitechapel Road and between the 
hours of 11am and 4pm. 

Chief Supt Jim Read said: ‘The 
communities have made it clear to 
us the impact that groups expressing 
extreme views has upon them. We have listened to those 
concerns, and we will keep working with all our commu¬ 
nities. 

“We accept that the EDL, and any counter protest 
group, have a right to protest. That right must be 
balanced against the right of people to go about their 
day without fear of violence, disorder or disruption.” 

It is not known whether EDL leader Tommy Robinson 
will be attending. He is currently on police bail over a 
recent incident in Tower Hamlets. However, on social 
network Twitter he has stated his intention to attend.

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Sophia ready to begin 
tunnelling under river

A CROSSRAIL tunnelling machine 
is preparing to start a drive under¬ 
neath the Thames just as one of 
her sisters has reached another 
milestone. 

Mary, who started out from 
Plumstead in May, has broken 
into the station box at Woolwich, 
marking the half-way point of 
tunnelling south of the river. 

She has joined Sophia, who 
reached the Woolwich box in May 
and is being prepared to start 
on the second leg of the journey 
underneath the Thames to North 
Woolwich. 

Project manager Gus Scott said: 
"It's great to know that we're 
half way through our tunnelling 
in south-east London. Mary and 
Sophia have done a fantastic job 
so far, between them constructing 
a mile and a half of brand new

tunnels from Plumstead to 
Woolwich." 

Sophia and Mary are 
constructing the Thames tunnel, 
which will run from Plumstead, 
via Woolwich and underneath the 
Thames to North Woolwich. 

Known as "slurry" machines, 
they are specially equipped to 
deal with the chalk, flint and wet 
ground conditions. 

As part of the tunnelling 
process, the excavated soils are 
pumped out as liquid slurry to 
a special site treatment plant at 
Plumstead.

10-day celebration of 
the capital’s artery 
gives people chance 
to sample the waters

T he Thames is London’s living 
artery,” says Adrian Evans, 
director of The Mayor’s 
Thames Festival 2013. 

The man who majestically master¬ 
minded the Thames Diamond Jubilee 
River Pageant last year is currently 
dotting the i’s and crossing the t’s 
ahead of a 10-day event celebrating 
the river. 

Running from September 6-15, the 
cultural festival will see more than 50 
works of art created at various points 
along the route, interactive river 
events and incentives to get people on 
to the Thames. 

Adrian said the aim of the festival 
was to connect, involve and inspire 
people with London’s greatest natural 
asset 

Art, music, and educational events 
will be held both on the water and 
along its banks and bridges. 

This year’s festival has grown from 
a two-day event to a 10-day one and is 
also expanding geographically up the 
river, with activities taking place from 
the source of the Thames down to its 
mouth - including Docklands and the 
Isle of Dogs - though the principal 
focus remains on the river between 
Lambeth Bridge and St Katharine 
Docks. 

Adrian said: “This year the festival is 
much more connected with the river 
and all the works are inspired by the 
water - we have curated a series of 
extraordinary art projects. 

‘The programme aims to inspire 
people and is a lot more intimate and 
subtle this year - we are going to 
whisper rather than shout. 

“Being by the river gives a distinctive 
feel to a city and the festival will 
reveal what it really means to be a 
Londoner.” 

There will be a waterborne opera 
performance, riverside screenings of

short films, river inspired art commis¬ 
sions, the Thames’ first floating art 
fair, a 600-voice children’s choir, 340 
boats taking part in the Great River 
Race and 40ft steel barges competing 
in the river’s slowest race. 

Adrian added: “The Thames may not 
be the largest or widest river but it has 
the most character, it is so intimately 
linked with the history of the capital. 

‘The river’s waterfront is constantly 
changing and regeneration is trans¬ 
forming the landscape - and the river 
is always at the heart of the transfor¬ 
mation - it gives us a sense of place.”

A gathering of nine 
stately vessels ahead 
of next year’s regatta

IN THE golden age of sail two centuries 
ago, tall ships filled almost every inch 
of the Thames, to the point where 
boys would attempt to cross the river 
by traversing from deck to deck. 

Those days are long gone although 
this time next year 60 boats will 
congregate for the first Tall Ships 
Regatta to take place in the capital for 
25 years. 

For those with little patience, a 
foretaste of the sights and sounds of 
such an armada took place this week 
as a fleet of nine vessels plied up and 
down the river, carrying crew and 
visitors, rounded off each evening 



with fireworks and the sounding of 
horns. 

One of those ships taking part this 
year - and hoping to return in 2014 
- is the Iris, built in 1916 to fish for 
herring. 

Skipper Ben Bos said there was a 
magic to tall ships. 

He said: “They all carry a history 
from the square riggers to the 
schooners. They capture the true spirit 
of sailing and there’s a lot of emotion 
connected to them. 

‘We own this ship but in my mind 
we are just taking care of her for a 
while and hopefully, someone else 
will take care of her in the same way. 

“When this was built it was one 
of 900. Most were stripped and now 
there’s just four or five left.” 

A contract to bring the Tall Ship 
Regatta 2014 to Greenwich was signed 
in May. Running between September 
6-9, 2014, it will follow a race from 
Falmouth to the Isle of Wight before a 
gentle sail into London. 

Speaking on board the Iris, Cllr Peter 
Brooks, deputy leader of Greenwich 
Council, said: ‘There will be 50 to 60 
ships in and around the river and it 
will be a fantastic experience for those 
taking trips. 

“It’s been over 25 years since this 
festival was hosted in London. It’s a 
rare event and we’re very excited to 
be bringing it to Greenwich.”

C ongestion on east 
London’s roads 

has been labelled 
“shameful” by a 
leading industry expert. 

Prof David Begg told 
London Assembly’s transport 
committee it was black mark 
on Mayor Boris Johnson’s 
record as the head of Transport 
for London. 

In a scathing attack in which 
he said more river crossings 
were urgently needed, the 
former head of the Commission 
for Integrated Transport and 


the publisher of Transport 
Times said: “What’s happening 
in east London is shameful. 
The level of congestion around 
the Blackwall Tunnel and 
Dartford Crossing is one of the 
worst and most intolerable in 
the UK. 

“We know the reasons why 
it’s not been dealt with but it’s 
unacceptable.” 

Prof Begg’s comments came 
as he joined a panel debating 
the Mayor’s recent Vision 2020 
document which looked at a 
range of transport aspirations 
for London. 

TfL’s managing director of 
planning Michelle Dix said

Why towers of 
the Wharf are 
the heartbeat 
of grime music

Beth Allcock talks to a writer who says Dizzee 
Rascal was drawn to the futurism of an alien landscape 




A decade of grime music that first found 
its voice in the heart of east London 
may seem like the antithesis of the 
gleaming skyscrapers of corporate 
Canary Wharf. 

But freelance writer Dan Hancox, a man with 
a self-confessed “fanboy-ish love” of the music 
genre, says the two have a closer relationship 
than might first appear. 

ffancox was introduced to the grime scene 
during his south London school days sharing 
classrooms with members of So Solid Crew. 

From there, he became immersed in the 
lyrical tracks of Dizzee Rascal and his fellow 
MCs, generated in pirate studios and on top of 
tower blocks east of the capital. 

Penning articles about the underground 
music scene, he said his “one true passion” 
provided a link between music and politics - 
and the backbone for his new e-book, Stand Up 
Tall Dizzee Rascal And The Birth of Grime. 

The 32-year-old said: “Grime is political in its 
expression of anger, claustrophobia as well as 
fun, excitement and youthful rebellion without 
needing to call out David Cameron’s name or 
claiming an attack on government. 

‘This music has 
real impact. It’s 
a product of its 
environment.” 

He said 


the Canary Wharf estate represented economic 
growth and individualism. Rascal and co grew 
up in another form of tower block, shunted 
from school to school after expulsions. He saw 
the clean lines of One Canada Square, so close 
but so far away, as a symbol of aspiration and 
solo success. 

Dizzee created what Dan brands “two creative 
masterpieces” - Boy In Da 
Corner and Showtime - at 16, 
on the computers at Langdon 
Park School. The rhetoric 
of grime music refers to 
progress “pushing things 
forward”, asking what’s next 
and who will get there first. 

Grime is about year zero 
and grabbing the future 
whereas American hip-hop refers to being 
Teal” and respecting history. 

‘We had Dizzee and Tinchy Stryder growing 
up near Canary Wharf, they grew up in poverty 
looking at this other tower block one or two 
miles away,” he said. 

“It is there where the futurism 
the sound and the sonics 
grime can be found - it 
sounds shiny with zip 
zap effects.

DIZZEE'S TRIBUTE 


INTERVIEWED in 2010 for a BBC London radio 
programme about the best and worst of the 
capital, Dizzee was asked to nominate his 
favourite building in London, and unhesitat¬ 
ingly chose Canary Wharf. 

"It means the most to me. I could see it 
from all angles as a kid. That was the highest 
building I could see from my bedroom. 

"And when I see it from south London, 
when I'm coming over from the Blackwall 
Tunnel, it always gets me excited, especially 
at night. It feels special. I love that and the 


buildings around it; you see a little mini 
metropolis being built up. It's not quite as 
impressive as New York or Japan, but it's 
ours, innit? 

"I remember when we were little, we had 
a conspiracy - we thought that thing on 
the top of it was like aliens, and they were 
about to fly off - loads of little theories like 
that. We'd blink and think they had lasers up 
there."

Canary Wharf in contrast to the dirt of the 
Crossways Estate [where Dizzee grew up] and 
a lot of council estates, and which of these look 
like grime? 

“It’s actually the futuristic steel and glass 
constructions of Canary Wharf. 

“As Dizzee said in an interview, as a teenager 
he would look at the bright light on One 
Canada Square and imagine there were aliens 
up there. 

“And DJ Target described it as ‘our Statue of 
Liberty’. 

“It does, for better or worse, accurately 
describe a product of the economy and the 
style we live in, of aspiration and exclusivity. 

“I love coming here and seeing these 
buildings but I am also oddly disturbed. It’s 
all very well saying the buildings of Canary 
Wharf inspire people out of poverty but the 
facts don’t support that.” 

The author’s 15,000-word document, which 
took a month to write, was commissioned for 
Amazon. 

He said the online book offered him a chance 
to “indulge” his writing ambitions about music, 
politics and the architectural history of east 
London. 

It also signifies a marker in the grime 
timeline. 

“I have long been writing about grime and 
trying to persuade people like The Guardian it 
was worth writing about,” he said. 

“About a year ago I realised it was getting 
dangerously close to being a decade since 
Dizzee’s Boy In Da Corner came out. 

“Grime had experienced a fresh flush of 
youth and it seemed like the right time to do 
it.”

Man confronted 
overtrain ticket 
hit DLR worker 



A DLR worker who confronted a passenger he 
saw sneaking through the barriers without a 
ticket, was punched in the face. 

Masud Rashid, 27, of Nelson Walk in Bromley- 
by-Bow, was sentenced for the attack to four 
months in prison, suspended for a year. 

He was ordered to carry out 200 hours of 
community service, as well as pay the victim 
£1,500 compensation and court costs of £620. 

In the incident on March 1, in Woolwich, 

Rashid was spotted following another passenger 
through the ticket barriers. 

The 49-year-old DLR worker then asked Rashid 
to show his ticket but he replied: "Get out of my 
way. I've got somewhere important to be." 

He then threatened the worker, before pushing 
him and punching him in the face. 

When the victim tried to use his radio to call 
for help, Rashid snatched it and threw it back in 
the station. 

British Transport Police used CCTV from the 
station and the prison to identify Rashid, who 
was arrested at his home the following week. 

Rashid denied charges of assault and fare 
evasion but was found guilty at his trial. He was 
sentenced at London Magistrates Court. 

TfL's Siwan Hayward said: "We are really 
pleased with this sentencing, it sends out a 
clear message that abuse of our staff will not be 
tolerated. 

"They are here to do a job and should be 
allowed to do so without fear for their safety. 

We, along with the police, will push for the 
strongest penalty for anyone who abuses our 
staff."

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Protest calls for 
lifts on Crossrail

Access for disabled 
people will be tough 
at seven stations

SCORES of protesters demanding 
better accessibility for disabled people 
at Crossrail stations arrived at the 
company’s headquarters on Thursday 
last week. 

They were angry seven of the stops 
on the cross London train service will 
have no lifts. 

Transport For All chose to mark a 
year on since the Paralympics with a 
“torch relay” of stations concerned. 

They gathered at the Crossrail 
offices at 25 Canada Square Park at 
lunchtime and were met by “torch- 
bearers” arriving from Hanwell and 
Seven Kings stations. 

Carolyn Brown, who is part of a 
community group at Hanwell, says 
she has heard no reason why lift 
access could not be provided. 

She said: “It’s essential, not just for 
wheelchair users, but for the elderly, 
people with luggage and mothers 
with children. 

‘There are seven stations that will

be without lifts. In total, the service 
needs a minimum of 19 more lifts and 
that will cost about 0.2 per cent of the 
Crossrail budget.” 

The other Crossrail stations in 
London without lifts are Maryland 
and Manor Parle. 

Taplow, Iver and Langley, all 
outside of the capital, will also be out 
of bounds for wheelchair users. 

Transport bosses insist they are still 
looking into making changes. 

Mike Brown, managing director 
of London Rail, said: ‘Transport for 
London and the Department for 
Transport aim to make the whole 
Crossrail route accessible. 

‘There is already provision for 31 
of the 38 stations to have step free 
access and work is underway to look 
at practical solutions and funding 
options for the remaining seven.”

O scar Wilde’s fictional portrait 
of Dorian Gray might have 
resided in the attic, but a 
new intimate interpretation 
of the story brings the drama right 
into the front room. 

Actor Samuel Orange has turned 
over his 18th century Greenwich 
townhouse to an immersive explo¬ 
ration of the themes in Wilde’s classic. 

Creative director of The Alchemic 
Order, the 29-year-old has persuaded 
his two housemates to allow a 
25-strong audience to drop in nightly 
for a re-telling of the spooky tale. 

After being greeted by Samuel, the 
guests follow the cast and explore the 
adaptation of The Picture Of Dorian 
Grey, from the bedroom decked out 
in satin through to the garden, where 
vintage armchairs and a pergola 
awaits. 

The actor - who also takes on the 


role of Lord Henry Wotton in addition 
to juggling the creative direction - said 
it was his struggle to secure an agent 
and auditions that prompted him to 
create his own work. 

And a steady stream of audiences 
have heaped praise on his adaptation 
of the 19th century story which tells 
of a young man who sells his soul to 
stay young, with his portrait bearing 
the ravages of his hedonism. 

“It raises a lot of themes in the 
narrative in interesting ways,” 
said Samuel, relaxed into a leather 
armchair in a room that, in some 
scenes, becomes a gentleman’s club. 

“It’s things about the public and the 
private, what goes on behind mirrors 
and a work of art having a life of its 
own, which is the main theme in 
Dorian Gray. 

“We greet the guests into my house 
because we wanted to tell the story in 
the same place the characters inhabit. 

“A lot of them stay for drinks after¬ 
wards. Some feel uncomfortable, but 
others love the fact they can be with 
the actors after the show and just talk 
to them. People have really taken to 
that. 

“And I wanted to make sure I lived 
here as well - it’s important for me it 
is a living house.” 

Samuel has been working on his 
debut project since Easter, attempting 
to find themes of Wilde’s work he 
believes are often overlooked.

And his version of the tale for his 
home stage has omitted a key prop - 
the portrait. 

Samuel said: “Instead of having 
a portrait of Dorian Gray, in my 
production, the performance is the 
portrait. 

“We had ideas about projecting 
a hologram and I realised we were 
changing it into theatre and the theat¬ 
rical forms had to change. 

“The audience gets it. At first they 
think ‘where’s the painting?’ but they 
understand after a while.

A in’t Them Bodies Saints is 
a slight tale cut through 
with slowburn menace and 
melancholy - but the golden 
sunlight that halos the characters 
suggests something greater than the 
sum of its parts.

S ince its conversion from the 
unexciting 1802, Rum & Sugar 
next to the Musuem of London 
Docklands on West India Quay has 
been ratcheting up the vibrancy.

I he town of Cognac rises at 
I the centre of an emanation 
of nearly 200,000 undulat¬ 
ing acres of hardy Ugni blanc 
vines, all neatly laid out. 

Its soaring ecclesiastical spires, 
time-smoothed cobbles and slanting 
timber-framed buildings - bearing the 
salamander emblem of King Francoise 
I - are fringed by the River Charente. 

The annual Cognac Blues Passions 
festival breaks the calm of its leafy 
squares and botanical gardens. 

Here, more than 80 acts play 
out over 19 hours a day during the 
week-long summer festival. Swedish 
garage rock band The Hives and Irish 
singer Sinead O’Connor dominated 
this year’s line-up. 

Now in its 20th year, the festival 
opens six miles east at Jarnac, birth¬ 
place of Francois Mitterrand and home 
to Courvoisier, the Cognac said to have 
accompanied Napoleon into exile (and 
now favoured by Busta Rhymes). 

Meanwhile, at the precipice of the 
botanical gardens punchbowl, vine- 
growers and master distillers fill 
brightly-lit tents that bear familiar 
logos - the stag of Park, Remy Martin’s 
centaur and Martell’s swallow. 

While antique bottles show the 
swallow flying west, today, in homage 
to Cognac’s main market, the bird 
looks east to Asia. 

Outside the town are the black- 
roofed warehouses where locally- 
made barrels of eau-de-vie slumber.

When their contents are finally 
brought together, up to 97 per cent of 
the 170million bottles crafted annually 
will be exported to over 160 countries. 

“It was like that from day one,” said 
ex-Chanel director turned distiller 
Oliver Blanc of boutique house 
Leopold Gourmel. 

When Cognac was first produced 
over 350 years ago, it was “made for 
foreigners,” said Blanc, attributing the 
rise to the Dutch who craved stronger 
fare to fortify their sailors. 

The region extends into the Atlantic 
Ocean. One hour’s drive west, over a 
soaring, almost two-mile long wonder 
of a bridge is the exclusive lie de Re. 

Known as the “white island” on 
account of the splay of salt plains, it is 
also a magnet for water babies, lovers 
of plump, mineral oysters and cyclists 
considering the provision of over 60 
miles of dedicated tracks with little 
incline. 

The largest family-owned Cognac 
house, Camus maintains a cliff-side 
cellar within an ancient 17th century 
moated fort. 

Fifth generation president Cyril 
Camus, who helped court Chinese 
consumers by spending the past 
decade residing between Beijing and 
France, appraised his product. 

He said: “Making a great Cognac is 
easy - all you need is a great-grand¬ 
father, a grandfather and a father 
who have done it before you.”

Success is meaningless 
if your health is ruined 


Arianna Huffington tells 
Abi Jackson why she wants 
wellbeing to be considered 
as an indicator of success 


in Arianna today: “If Bernard hadn’t refused 
to marry me I wouldn’t have my daughters, I 
wouldn’t have started the Huffington Post and I 
wouldn’t be here speaking to you now,” she says, 
with a playful smile. 

Of course, along the way, work dominated, 
until 2007, when it caught up with her. Her 
body’s exhaustion tolerance reached breaking 
point and she collapsed, smashing her face on 
her desk and breaking her cheekbone. She needed 
five stitches - and a serious rethink. 


A s one of the world’s most powerful 
women, Huff Post founder Arianna 
Huffington has spent a lifetime 
achieving success. Now in her 60s, she’s 
slowing down (a little bit) and wants the world 
to do the same. 

“Success is meaningless if you’ve destroyed 
your health, and success is meaningless if 
you’ve destroyed your relationships,” she 
says. 

Arianna Huffington is the best-selling 
author of 12 books and is best-known for H 
launching The Huffington Post in 2005. 

Arianna later sold Huff Post to AOL in a 
£200million deal, but remains as editor-in- I 
chief. She is ranked 56th in Forbes’ list of the 
world’s most powerful women, and has the I 
luxury homes, global kudos and wealth. 

Today though, she is talking about the 
importance of smaller blessings. 

‘There’s so much beauty around us, even 
in the most desolate urban areas. You can | 
see a flower growing, or a sunset - whatever 
it is that gives you a lift,” she says. 

These weren’t words I’d expected to 
hear from somebody with a hard-won 
reputation. But, in person, she’s warm and 
friendly, listening intently and making you 
— feel important. 

Such attitudes certainly sit 
well with her new project - 
The Third Metric - which aims 
to make personal wellbeing a 
definition of success. 

She came up with the Third 
Metric moniker as, histori¬ 
cally, the two key metrics 
of success were money and 
power. 

She’d like to see that change. Instead of 
Tunning on burn-out” constantly chasing every 
target, being hooked on smartphones 24/7 and 
sleeping shorter as our work hours get longer, 
we remember how to switch off and make time 
to look after our health and relationships. 

But surely Arianna didn’t end up the 56th 
most powerful woman in the world by going 
gooey over kittens? 

“My mother taught me that failure is not 
the opposite of success; it’s a stepping stone to 
success,” she says. 

It’s this that gave her the courage to apply to 
Cambridge, after arriving in the UK from Greece 
aged 16 with her mother and sister, barely able to 
speak English. When her long-term relationship 
with Times columnist Bernard Levin ended (he 
didn’t want marriage and kids, she did) she 
decamped to New York where she married. 

Divorce followed 11 years on but Arianna 
had two daughters, now 22 and 24, whom she 
describes as “the biggest blessing in her life”. 

Her mother’s positive view of failure remains

“It was a shock, a wake-up call,” she says. 
‘I’m sure that had I continued working as I 
was I would have ended up with serious 
long-term health consequences.” 

Thus began her lifestyle overhaul, which 
grew into the philosophy she’s now deter¬ 
mined to share with the world. 

“It horrifies me when I hear of people 
who sleep with their phones and wake 
up and check their email when it blinks 
- that’s insanity!” she says. 

“Stress and lifestyle related illnesses 
are on the rise,” she says. “Heart 
attacks, strokes, diabetes, and the 
number of people on antidepressants 
are skyrocketing.” 

Around one in five UK adults suffers 
anxiety or depression, NHS spending 
on sleeping pills is rising and stress 
accounted for over lOmillion lost 
workdays last year, and 40% of all 
work-related illnesses. 

“These are very dramatic 
numbers and we cannot allow the 
situation to continue,” she says. 

She explains how she’s introduced 
sleep pods at the Huff Post’s New York offices 
so that staff can have naps (“I didn’t think they’d 
catch on but they’re constantly booked out”) and 
made it a rule that nobody’s expected to answer 
work emails out of hours or at weekends. 

I meditate every morning and do yoga then 
at least three of four times a week I do real 
workouts at the gym.” 

Embracing the good life is all fine and 
dandy though, when you’re a millionaire. But 
what about the regular folk. Does the Third 
Metric apply to the “non-successful” too? 

“Absolutely. So often we’re going down the 
street, buried in our latest crisis, worrying about 
what might happen, or dealing with recrimi¬ 
nations about the past and we’re missing so 
much.” 

She’s already had a number of big company 
leaders, telling her they’re taking steps to incor¬ 
porate wellbeing into their workplaces. 

But, at 63, is she ready to start thinking about 
the ultimate snub to work - retirement? 

“No!” she exclaims, laughing. “No, I love too 
much what I’m doing. I’ve never thought of 
retiring.”

Why an annuity may not be the best deal 


YOUR MONEY 


T housands of Britons reaching 
retirement each year use their 
hard-saved pension pot to buy 
an annuity, a financial plan that will 
give them a guaranteed income for 
the rest of their lives. But experts 
have warned that many pensioners 
will never get back all the money that 
they put in. 

Annuity rates are set by insurance 
companies and buying one is a 
long-term investment decision as it 
will give you a fixed annual income 
for life. 

This is a double-edged sword 
though - locking into an annuity 
gives you certainty about how much 
money you will have to live on 
throughout your retirement, but also 





means that this fixed income may not 
take any later unexpected changes in 
your circumstances into account. 

Ros Altmann, a former Downing 
Street pensions adviser, recently 
sparked a major debate by revealing 
the findings of new research about 
annuities, which are purchased by 
400,000 people each year. 

Dr Altmann says that many people 
buying an annuity at 65 will not see 


any return on their money before 
they reach the age of 82 and will have 
to live until 90 before their purchase 
becomes “good value”. 

Annuity rates have been in decline 
in recent years as people live for 
longer. Pensions experts have also 
put the drops down to side-effects 
of the Bank of England’s efforts to 
kick-start the economy. 

Dr Altmann says: “Buying an 
annuity is considered the ‘safe’ thing 
to do. This is misguided. The ‘safety’ 
only means that the amount of 
income will be set for life.” 

If you purchase an annuity when 
you are still aged in your 60s - a 
relatively young age - and are in 
good health, you may run the risk of 
your income not reflecting a change 
in circumstances if you become ill. 


So how can you get the most from 
an annuity? 

The most important piece of advice 
is to shop around, an estimated 
Elbillion in potential retirement 
income is “thrown away” each year 
because people fail to do this. 

The Association of British Insurers 
(ABI) has just started placing 
examples of the rates people could 
expect to get in different scenarios on 
its website at abi.org.uk/annuities. 

Steve Gay, director of life, savings 
and protection at the ABI, says: ‘The 
answer is to save as much as possible 
during our working lives and to shop 
around for the best possible annuity 
deal for your circumstances. 

‘The alternatives risk a retirement 
of financial struggle and uncertainty.”

A side from the obvious 

reduction in the number of 
doors, BMW 4-Series models 
are marked out by a number 
of visual differences - only the bonnet 
is shared like its four-door cousin. 

There are bigger headlights (with 
optional LEDs), a more aggressive 
front bumper, flared wheel arches 
and air breathers - small vents in the 
front wings that are primarily for 
improving aerodynamics but are also 
designed to catch the eye. 

With the lower ride height and 
wider track there is a increased sense 
of purpose about the 4-Series. 

On paper you might question 
paying more for fewer doors, but once 
you’ve seen it in the flesh it starts to 
make sense - this is one handsome 
beast. Slcinnier-tyred versions might 
not look as slick, but a sensible person 
with an eye for the aesthetic will be 
selecting at least an 18-inch wheel. 

On the inside there’s the familiar 



cabin layout, which manages to hit all 
the right notes. 

The supportive seats, the crystal- 
clear instruments and the reassuring 
snap of all the buttons puts you at 
ease. It might only be a small change 
but the front seats are mounted 9mm 
lower than in the saloon, contributing 
to the sport feeling. 

In the back there’s a similar amount 
of room for passengers but the seats 
are sculpted to offer more support 
to keep them in place as you tackle a 
challenging road. The lower roofline 
means a fraction less headroom. 

It’s not just visual either. BMW 
claims the 4-Series has the lowest 
centre of gravity of any model in its 
range - something that is a crucial

element of good driving dynamics. 
And, perhaps unsurprisingly, it is the 
way the 4-Series tackles the bends that 
really shows it in its best light. 

With sizeable wheels and tyres 
on this 435i version there is a huge 
amount of grip on offer, although 
when pressed there is sufficient power 
available to play the hooligan. 

But the 4-Series is best savoured 
by being driven more smoothly, 
and enjoying the quick and accurate 
steering, excellent body control and 


sheer enthusiasm - it tackles bends 
with a genuine joy to match any 
enthusiastic driver. 

There’s a rational case for saying 
that you can get 95 per cent of what the 
4-Series offers from its only slightly 
more humble four-door siblings, but 
that would be missing the point.

W ith a £250,000 price tag 
slapped on a one-bedroom 
studio garage in Highgate, 
north London, can buyers 
with the same budget get a little more 
for their cash in Canary Wharf and 
the east of the capital? 

While Cory Askew, area director 
for Chesterton Humberts, admitted 
the task would not be an easy one, 
he suggested buyers should look to 
the south of the Isle of Dogs for the 
best chance of discovering a property 
within their price bracket. 

He said the bulk of these homes 
would be within developments built 
in the ’80s or ’90s. 

“If you look at the southern part of 
the Island, in some developments you 
would find a one-bedroom or maybe 
a one-bedroom with river views for 
£250,000,” he said. 


“As you go closer to Canary Wharf 
and the glass and steel structures that 
make up the north part of the Isle of 
Dogs, with Pan Peninsula and Canary 
Riverside, I doubt there’s ever anything 
worth £250,000 on the books. 

“In this area, it is one-bedrooms 
and studios that are in high demand 
and short in supply, and the demand 


is particularly strong from first-time 
buyers certainly and investors. 

‘We do see quite a lot of interest in 
these - particularly because everyone 
wants to keep under the stamp duty 
limit of £250,000. 

“If you go over by £1 extra that’s 
£5,000 in costs you have to find. It’s 
not easy. 


“With the kind of people who come 
to Canary Wharf, you generally don’t 
find buyers saying their budget is 
a maximum of £250,000. When you 
do, we have only generally got a few 
options and, if it’s a first-time buyer 
looking for a two-bedroom home for 
£250,000, the opportunities are even 
harder to come by. 

“It would be a studio, or a 
one-bedroom flat down on the Island 
or an ex-local authority apartment.” 

Although it may be a tricky task, 
Cory said Chesterton Humberts 
currently had two such properties on 
its books that would perfectly fit the 
bill for eager property hunters. 

The first, a two-bedroom ex local 
authority apartment on the 18th floor 
of the Elmslie Point development in 
Leopold Street E3, has an asking price 
of £228,000. 

And it is the home’s south-facing 
views of Canary Wharf that are sure 
to impress. 

Cory said: “I know people have 
certain images of what ex-local 
authority blocks are like but this is 
nice. Its got artwork in the building 
and it’s all about the views. 

“It’s priced very reasonably and 
if you go further up Burdett Road it 
is a little rougher, but certainly not 
gangland territory. 


‘You can pick up some good stuff 
property-wise.” 

If you fancy something a little closer 
to the hustle and bustle of the Wharf, 
Cory said an 11th floor studio flat at 
Ballymore’s New Providence Wharf 
scheme, priced at £229,950, might suit. 

“People who are viewing it are 
Monday-to-Friday workers on the 
Wharf who are buying a flat because 
it’s more economic rather than staying 
in a hotel room,” he said. 

With many properties exceeding 
the £250,000 budget-mark Cory said 
agents were currently “making hay” 
- a trend he expects to continue with 
the Government’s Help to Buy scheme 
soon to be opened up to buyers who 
already own property. 

“Certainly in the Canary Wharf 
market, our futures as agents are tied 
inextricably with what happens in the 
financial services sector,” he said. 

“If the banks are all doing well and 
are relatively upbeat, we find our 
business is very good. There’s certainly 
a lot more optimism there. 

‘The time to start worrying is when 
the banks start raising fixed mortgage 
rates - that would take the wind out of 
our sails - but it would have to go up a 
long way to make that much impact.”
